all partes of the Realme! in common high wates, whereby her Maieſties good quyet people, deſirous to liue 
mpeaceable maner, are in feare and daunger of their liues to trauel abꝛoade foꝛ their neceſſarie bulineſſe, by 
meanes ok the multitude of the cuil diſpoſed, who contrary to the Lawes and her Maieſties pꝛoclamations 
do ſo commonly cary ſuch offenſiue weapons, being in time of peace onely meete fo2 theeues robbers à mur⸗ 
derers: whereupon her Maieſtie by the aduice of her Counſcl, and vpon the general complaint made of the 
multitude of her peateable people, doeth giue ſtreight charge to all maner officers,to whom the execution of 
the founer pꝛoclamations did apperteine, that immediatly vpon the publication hereof, they do with ſpeede 
atze oꝛder how the contents of the fozeſaid pzoclamations may be ſpecdily put in due execution. And to that 
cad her Maieſtie chargeth all Maioꝛs, Shiriucs, Bailiffes, and other head Officers of Cities and townes 
toꝛpoꝛate, and all Juſtices of Pcace within all Counties and other places hauing any ſpeciall libcrtics, that 
they do aſſemble them ſelues in ſome accuſtomed places, and there to ſet downe certaine oꝛder, and appoynt 
ſyettall mmiſters, not onely to enquire of the default of the exccution of the foꝛeſaide P2oclamations, but 0 
ao to pꝛoceede duely tothe execution thereof, 
Ind furthermoze , where her Maieſtie vnderſtandeth that beſides the enoꝛmities growne by lacke ol 
cetution of the ſayd Proclamations againſt the common vſage of Dagges and Piſtolles, there is an other 
greater diloꝛder growne ol common carying abꝛoade both in Townes and Fields, of great Pieces,asHar- 
quebuzes, Calliuers and ſuch like, vnder colour of learning q exerciſing to ſhoote therein, to the ſeruice at 
Buſters appoynted in ſundꝛie Counties fo! the common ſeruice of the Realme, (a matter to be in good ſozte 
1 but not to be miſuſed ) by which meanes,thzough the generall carying o them i in places not ap- 
poynted foꝛ ſuch muſters, and by the frequent ſhooting with them in and neere Cities, Townes coꝛpoꝛate, 
the Suburdes thereof where great multitude of people do liue , refide, and trauaile vp and downe foz 
their neceſſarie buſineſe,many harmes do enlue, and occaſions like to encreaſe ot great danger by ſuch liber⸗ 
de pctmitted fox the vie of ſuche offenſiue weapons in places not conuenient. Foz theſe conſiderations, and 
le the conſequences o ſundꝛie miſchicues that may enſue, her Maieſtie by like aduice of her Counſell, doth

Further moꝛe, her Maieſtic in like ſoꝛt commaundecth, that no maner of Perſon ſhall vſe any Shooting 
" any ſuch ſmall Pietes, within two myles of any houſe where her Maieſtie ſhall reſide, during the time of. 
ber Paieſties reſiding, vpon like paine as befoꝛe is expꝛeſſed. Ind to that ende her Maieſtie chargeth her 
Marcſc hal of her houſe to be carefull by him ſelſe and his Miniſters to ſee the due obſeruation thereof. And 
if be (hall unde any to offende therein, not oncly to commit the ſame to pꝛilon, but alſo to aducrtiſe her Ma⸗ 
ene oꝛ her pꝛiuie Counſell thereof, that ſome furder extraoꝛdinarie puniſhment may be extended vponſuch 
audacious perſons.as ſhall aduenture to offend ſo neere to the place, where her Maieſties perſonſhalbe. 
Ind where as diuers of late yeres haue vſcd to weare pꝛiuie Cotes, and Doublets of defence. therby in- 
tending to quarrell,and make frayes vpon other vnarmed,and pꝛeſume audaciouſly to apparel! them (clues 
with the ſaid pꝛuue Armour not onely in Cities, Townes, and publike aſſemblie, but within her Maieſt! es 
Court whereſocuer,to the greatoffence # contempt of her Highnes,and of her Lawes and to the hurt of di⸗ 
ucts her Maieſties good ſubiects. Therfoze her Maieſtie doth erpꝛellely pꝛohibite * loꝛbid all and cuery of 
her ſubiects whatſoeuer the wearing of any ſuch Pꝛiuie oz ſecret kinde of Cote, oꝛ Doublet of Defence. And 
further her Maieſties expꝛeſle pleaſure is. that all her Juſtices of peace, Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Bailiſfes, Con- 
ſtables, and other her Maieſties Officers whatſocuer, ſhall and may lawfully appꝛehend and arreſt all ſuct 
yerſons, as ſhall oſfend contrary to the Tenour ofthis Pꝛoclamation in that behalfe. And the ſaid perſong 
d appꝛehended, ſhall, and may lawfully commit to the next puſon and gaole, where they ſhalbe ſo arreſted; 
there to remaine without baile oꝛ mampꝛiſe, vntill there ſhalbe direction giuen from her Maieſties puute: 
Counſel, And the lame pꝛiuie Cotes oꝛ Double; to be taken from them, and ſent to the Sheriffe of the ſhire 
fo:the time being, to be by him kept vntill her Maieſtie ſhall other wiſe dilpole of the ſame. And the partie ſo| 
offending to be fined at her Highneſſe will and pleaſure. | 
Finally, alſo her Maieſtie farther chargeth all maner Officersi in Cities, Townes and other places, to 
make ſcarche foꝛ all maner ſmall Dagges, called pocket Dagges, as well in any mans houle to be ſuſpected 
lor the ſame, as in the Shoppes and Houles of Artificers that do vſe to make the ſame: And all them ſhall 
eaſe and take into their cuſtodie, deliuering a Bil ot their handes, teftifying the receipt thereol, to the intent 
che owners may haue ſuch recompence fo: the ſame, as hereafter vpon Certificate to her Maieſties Pꝛiuie 
Counſel,o2 to the Pꝛelidents and Counſels in wales and in the Hoꝛth partes, ſhalbe thought requilite. And 
herewith her Maieſtie commaundeth, that no maner of perſon ſhall hereafter either make oz amende , oz 
ball buing into this Realme any ſuch Dagges, commonly called pocket Dagges, oꝛ ſuch like, vpon paine of | 
_ Wnpulonment, as next aboue is cxpꝛeſſed. Ind whereſoener there are any perſons that haue made anyſmall| 
Obot the lame ſhalbe bounde in reaſonable ſummes to her Maieſties vſe, by the diſcretion of the pꝛincipall 
Officers of the Towne,not to make noꝛ put to Sale, oꝛ otherwiſe to vtter any ſuch ſmal Pieces as are com⸗ 
monty called pocket Dagges, oz tharmay behid inany Pocket. or like place about a mans body, to be hid oz 
Indfozerecutionofallthe contentes of this P:oclamation.her Maieſtie chargeth allher Officers,that 
ther in Liberties 02 without, haue any authozitie to enquire ofthe bꝛeache ofher Maieſties peace to aſſem⸗ 
die them ſelues preſently,and ſo monethly betwene this and Chziſtmas next. And there by a Jurie ofſuffici-| |
